The first and most important single factor in our opinion 
quality—that certain texture or feel that means lack of thick- 
hess OF meatiness. Frequently, this year, we saw udders of 
beautiful shape and veining place high in udder classes despite 
he fact that many of them were the same size after milking as 
hey were before, and so our requirement on udders is quality— 
he kind that milk out and after milking are pliable, flexible, and 
have the feel of silk. 


Our next requirement is fore attachments. Occasionally 
e find an udder breaking in the rear but it has been our obser- 
ation that most udders that break, break away in front, and so 
e are fussy about this fore attachment. Extreme length of fore 
dder may be desirable but unless it has superb attachments it 


not our idea of the right kind of udder. 


Next we are interested in shape and teat placement. We 
ant udders the same as everyone else does in shape, in that we 
ant them long, attached high in the rear and level on the floor. 
e have no use whatsoever for the kind of udder that almost 
frags the ground. Extremely large udders are a liability in our 
pinion and we have found they are not necessary for high pro- 
luction and that, by and large, they are the ones that cause 
rouble. We have concluded that well-attached, high quality 
idders that have good length and width do not need to be deep 
® make the right kind of year-after-year production. We have 
et to see a family of cows, all considered, that have as good 
ore attachments as the Crescent Beauty family. That, coupled 
ith the splendid quality of both the Crescent Beauty and 
dmiral udders, has convinced us that we can get the produc- 
ion and lasting qualities without the hig troublesome udders so 
mequently found on high producing cows. The three udder 
ictures represent the kind we at Willow Springs are breeding 
ir.

As the family of World subscrib- 
ers has increased nearly 50% since 
the last All-American awards were 
made in 1942, it might be of interest 
at this time to review briefly the his- 
tory of this breed institution. 

The idea started in 1922. The ed- 
itors of this publication felt that it 
might be interesting to pick an ‘{All- 
American team’’ from the shows of 
the year, and Judge W. S. Moscrip, 
who that year had placed the ribbons 
at the National Dairy Show, Eastern 
States Exposition and Pacific Inter- 
national, was invited to be the 
“Walter Camp” of the new project. 
Mr. Moscrip willingly accepted the 
responsibility and in December 1922 
we presented the pictures of the ani- 
mals he designated, under the title 
of Moscrip’s All-American Selections. 
Not all the classes were filled, sever- 
al being left vacant because no out- 
standing candidate had been shown. 
However, the idea caught the public 
fancy from the start and the awards 
were highly prized. It at once be- 
came obvious that a broader basis 
of making the awards should be fol- 
lowed, for not every year did one 
judge officiate at so many of the Na- 
tional and Regional shows, where he 
could make first-hand observations 
and comparisons. 


Accordingly, for the renewal in 


1923 and for many years thereafter, 
the selections were made by a com- 


mittee consisting of the judges offi- 
ciating that year at the National 
Dairy Show, Waterloo Dairy Cattle 
Congress, Eastern States Exposition 
and Pacific International, with the 
editor of the World as an ex officio 
member each year. This brought into 
the picture the combined judgment 
not only of Mr. Moscrip but also Bob 
Haeger, Axel Hansen, Dean Kildee, 
Ward Stevens, and others. 


The procedure of selection was to 
bring the members of the committee 
together, to go over the candidates, 
debate their relative merits and 
reach a decision. The eligible candi- 
dates were not required to be shown 
at the National or Regional shows 
named, but any first prize winner at

a major show—a state or provincial 
show or higher—was considered eli- 
gible for consideration by the com- 
mittee. In some of the years of the 
early 30’s, when the National Dairy 
Show was not functioning, as few as 
two judges comprised the committee. 


With the importance that these 
awards were now carrying, the need 
of expanding the basis of selection 
was felt, and in 1937 a new plan of 
operation was put into effect. All 
judges at State, National or Provin- 
cial shows were invited to send in 
nominations of animals that they 
considered worthy of presentation, 
together with their comments re- 
garding the animals nominated. The 
committee was expanded to include 
the officiating judges at the Roval 
Winter Fair and the Canadian Na- 
tional Exhibition in addition to the 
traditional list of the National Dairy 
Show, Waterloo, Pacific Internation- 
al and Eastern States. This commit- 
tee of six, armed with a transcript 
of individual comments by the nom- 
inating judges, voted independently 
by mail, each first place vote court- 
ing 7 points, second place 3 points 
and third place 1 point, with the 
awards thus determined by simple 
arithmetic. A prize judging contest 
for World readers was also institut- 
ed at that time. The nominations 
came in quite well but were uneven 
in number, so that some classes had 
4 or 5 nominations, others 7 or more 
and many additional nominations 
could not be considered because no 
pictures were submitted. 


This system was continued in 
1938 and 1939, with the Selection 
Committee expanded to seventeen, 
and worked quite satisfactorily, ex- 
cept for the uneven number of nom- 
inations, and a serious objection that 
it was putting the state fair judges 
“on the spot’’ with exhibitors. So in 
1940 the system was further amend- 
ed as follows: Breeders, were invit- 
ed to submit pictures of all their 
good winners at major shows, in- 
cluding also second place winners at 
the national shows if desired. There 
were no limits to the number of pic- 


tures that might be submitted, and 
of course, all pictures of show win- 
ners that came to the World 
throughout the season were included 
without special request from owners. 
However, the responsibility of seeing 
that proper pictures were made was 
placed squarely upon the owner. 
And from the beginning no retouch- 
ed pictures were considered. In fact, 
the World pioneered this policy ev- 
en before the All-American selec- 
tions were started, and we are hap- 
py to see it more generally adopted 
now by other breeds. With the pic- 
tures of the year in hand, a small 
nominating committee was desig- 
nated.to go over them all and select 
what they considered the top six in 
each class. The theory here was that 
by this method no animal whose pic- 
ture was not good enough to rate in 
the top six could possibly have a 
chance of gaining higher honors. 
The nominating committee, of 
course, makes no effort to rate the 
animals selected for nomination— 
although competition is now so keen 
that nomination itself is a recogniz- 
ed honor. 


Then the nominations—a standard 
number of 6 in each of the 15 classes 
(6 bull classes, 7 female classes, 2 
significant groups)—are submitted to 
the whole committee of from 15 to 
17 judges for individual mail ballot, 
as set up in 1939. 


That method, started in 1940, was 
continued in 1941 and 1942—-when 
war called a halt to showing—and is 
being followed again in this year of 
1946. 

A slight change was made in 1946 
because of the fact that some state 
fairs have not yet been able to re- 
sume. In such states we have thrown 
eligibility open to county fair win- 
ners. Several such have won nom-° 
ination—and we think the idea has 
been a pleasing addition. 


The pictures of the 1946 nomina- 
tions appear in a special section in 
the center of this issue. We have 
been saving a sittle better paper for 
the purpose. The pictures of the 
1946 Selection Committee appear on 
our cover page. The nominating

The 200th Sale in the Earlville 
series was celebrated December 4-5 
at the Earlville, N. Y. sales pavilion, 


with appropriate ceremony —- and 
pleasing results. It rates as the best 
sale in the series to date, a fact borne 
out by the figures above. 


It was obvious early in the day 
that a capacity crowd would be on 
hand—and this was the case, leav- 
ing even standing room almost at a 
premium. The number is difficult to 
estimate, but it must have been close 
to 1899 or 2000. Thirteen states and 
Ontario and Colombia were repre- 
sented in the crowd—and the buy- 
ers list was nearly as widespread.

ner, buffet style, the crowd was 
called to order by Dr. E. S. Harrison, 
who had selected the cattle and or- 
ganized the program for the In- 
vitational section of the sale, cover- 
ing the complete first day of selling. 
Dr. Harrison paid tribute to the serv- 
ice rendered the industry by this 
Earlville . marketplace, and _ called 
upon Jas. H. Stone, veteran Earl- 
ville consignor, to make a presenta- 
tion to Manager R. Austin Backus. 
This was a beautiful colored enlarge- 
ment of a picture of Montvic Lochin- 
var and was the gift of the con- 
signors. Mr. Backus_ responded 
briefly, giving credit to the Holstein 
breeders and to his own organiza- 
tion, headed by Miles Marshall, who 
has not missed one of the 200 sales. 


The first animal in the ring was a 
lovely 3-year-old daughter of Dun- 
loggin Follow On, bred by W. S&S. 
Moscrip and consigned by Meadow 
Springs Farm, Alliance, O.  Start- 
ing at $1000, she was finally taken 
at $2100 by Otco Farms, Strongs- 
ville, Ohio. The bidding was spirited 
throughout the day, and of the 46 
head sold, 32 passed the $1000 mark 
with only one price under $600, that 
figure being $550. This unusually 
uniform high price level throughout 
the first day’s sale is a real tribute to 
Dr. Harrison’s outstanding job of cat- 
tle selection. We do not find in the 
archives any instance of such a high 
average with a top of only $3200.

also be observed. 

Bonheur came into the ring. This 
smart 2-year-old is a daughter of 
Fairview Montvic Chieftain, out of a 
daughter of Montvic Pathfinder, and 
is bred to Mallary Farm Rag Ap- 
ple Triumph. There were bidders 
all over the house for her, but it 
finally developed into a battle be- 
tween two canadians, J. J. E. Mc-

average of $1600, with a top of

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Dairy Cattle Problems 


Should Adult Vaccination be Used in a Herd that is 
passing through an Outbreak of Bang’s Disease? 


Editor’s Note: 

The annual report of the New Jersey 
Agricultural Experiment Station is put 
out under the title “Science and the 
Land.” The work of the stations is pre- 
sented in a most helpful and understand- 
able manner, using the question-and- 
answer method. The discussion of Dairy 
Cattle Problems will be of particular in- 
terest to our readers and we are repro- 
ducing this section in its entirety. 


The adult vaccination program 
which was started at the Sussex 
Dairy Research Farm in August 1943 
seems to be giving satisfactory re- 
sults. At the beginning of this work 
all adults which the blood test 
showed to be negative were vac- 
cinated intradermally—small doses 
of vaccine injected into the skin. At 
this time 23 cows or 21 percent of 
the herd were reactors. Between 
August and December 1943 the blood 
test, and cultures made from the 
herd, showed that an additional 18 
of the vaccinated animals were prob- 
ably infected. It is thought that 
these animals were carrying the in- 
fection when vaccinated but had 
failed to show a blood reaction. 


These reactors have been pas- 
tured and stabled with the vacci- 
nated group, the only separation be- 
ing the isolation of infected animals 
when they calve or abort. In spite 
of this continued exposure, only nine 
additional animals developed the in- 
fection between December 1943 and 
August 1945. The test in August 
1945 showed that 66 percent of all 
of the animals that were vaccinated 
were reacting negatively or were 
only suspected of reaction. In 1943, 
24 animals aborted. Ten aborted in 
1944 and only three aborted be- 
tween January and August 1945. 

If the number of infected ani- 
mals in the herd when the vaccine 
was administered and those which 
showed evidence of being infected 
soon after vaccination are consid- 
ered, the results at the end of two 
years indicated that this method of 
immunization has been of consider- 
able assistanace in controlling this 
outbreak. 


Is penicillin effective in treating 
udder infection and mastitis? 


Two years of study at the Dairy 
Research Farm indicate that penicil- 
lin is effective against infections 
caused ‘by the common mastitis or- 
ganism — Streptococcus agalactiae. 
We cleared up infections of this type 
by administering penicillin in five 
doses after consecutive. milkings at 
the rate of 20,000 units per dose for 
each infected quarter of the udder. 
Thirteen cows with a total of 32 in- 
fected quarters were treated and 
all were cleared up. 


Although single doses of penicillin 
were found to cure only one-third of 
the cases treated at the Dairy Re- 
search Farm, reports from other in- 
stitutions indicate that single doses 

may prove to be satisfactory. 
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Our knowledge of the value of 
penicillin in treating other forms of 
udder infection is much more lim- 
ited. Indications are that infections 
caused by staphylococcal organisms 
will not yield as readily as does 
streptococcal infection, and the coli- 
form bacteria that somtimes infect 
the udder cannot be expectd to yield 
at all to penicillin. Thus when 
penicillin is used to treat a case of 
mastitis in which the cause is un- 
known, the results mayprove dis- 
appointing. 


What will happen to a quarter 
after the infection is cured? 


No. one knows from experimental 
evidence what to expect after a quar- 
ter is cured of its infection. There 
are, however, three things to bear in 
mind: (1) no resistance has ever 
been shown to be acquired as a result 
of natural infection of the udder: 
(2) it has never been demonstrated 
that treatment confers any immun- 
ity, and many investigators think 
that resistance may even be lowered 
by treatment; and (3) the presence 
of infection or mastitis in a quarter 
proves that the quarter is suscepti- 
ble. 


Therefore, though treatment may 
be of economic value in some cases, 
particularly if the cases are selected 
with care and understanding, treat- 
ment in the broad sense really helps 
the dairyman to retain susceptible 
individuals in his herd. We are in 
favor of the contention that the 
dairyman’s best interests are served 
if he culls his infected cows. Re- 
gardless of whether infected cows are 
treated or culled, however thé gen- 
eral sanitation and management of 
the herd must be raised to (and 
maintained at) a high level if any 
progress in the control of this dis- 
ease is to be attained. 


To what extent is artificial breed- 
ing service now available to 
the dairy herds of the state? 


All of the counties in which dairy- 
ing is a major industry and some of 
those in which it is a minor line now 
have this service. There are six as- 
sociations and they operate in these 
counties: Sussex, Warren, Morris, 
Hunterdon, Somerset, Mercer, Mid- 
dlesex, Burlington, Gloucester, Cum- 
berland, and Salem. A total of 17,- 
000 New Jersey cows or approxi- 
mately 11 percent of the dairy cow 
population in the state was artific- 
ially inseminated in 1945. 

Is artificial breeding as efficient as 
natural breeding in getting 
cows in calf? 

In various trials where the same 
bulls were used both artificially and 
naturally, the conception rate with 
both methods has been approxi- 
mately the same. Of cows conceiv- 
ing artificially in the New Jersey as- 
sociations the average number of in- 
seminations per pregnancy has been 
1.85. There is more hreeding trouble 





with virgin heigers, both artificially 
and naturally, than with older fe- 
males, and the artificial method has 
proved somewhat less efficient than 
the natural in getting these heifers 
to conceive. 

How does the production of heifers 
produced by artificial insemina- 
tion compare with that of 
their dams? 

The latest records obtainable in 
New Jersey show the following re- 
sults:

These figures are an average of the 
production of the 2-year-old “arti- 
ficials’’ and of their dams at the same 
age.. Nearly all were Holsteins. The 
increase of the ‘‘artificials’’ is signifi- 
cant because they are all in herds of 
members of herd improvement as- 
sociations where most of the dams 
were the result of a fairly sound 
selective breeding program over a pe- 
riod of years. 

This increase of pounds of 
milk is a high return on the invest- 
ment of the $5 breeding fee—the 
cost of having a cow bred in any of 
the cooperative breeding associations 
of New Jersey. The records were 
made on twice-daily milking in 10 
months. The mature equivalent of 
the artificial daughters is 11,714 
pounds of milk and 448 pounds of fat 
and for the dams is 10,317 pounds of 
milk and 387 pounds of fat. 

Can body type in dairy cattle be in- 
fluenced by inbreeding? 


A study of several Holstein fam- 
ilies at the Dairy Research Farm in- 
dicates that type is inherited from 
both the sire and the dam. Consis- 
tency of type is apparently associated 
with intensity of inbreeding.  In- 
breeding improved type in seven out 
of thirteen:families. In those fam- 
ilies in which type became inferior 
it was traceable to inferior germ 
plasm for this factor which was in- 
herent in the foundation animals. 

From this we can conclude that in- 
bred sires are more prepotent for the 
improvement of type than are out 
crossed sires when used on the same 
females. 

Can inbred sires be used safely 

on unrelated cows? 


Mating highly inbred sires of su- 
perior quality to unrelated females 
(outbreeding) produced much more 
rapid breeding progress than did in 
breeding these same sires to females 
related to them. Furthermore, the 
rapid improvement made by out 
breeding these superior sires was 
markedly greater than that obtained 
by outbreeding superior outbred 
sires. 

Can the butterfat test be increased 
by using inbred cows? 

Studies made in the New Jersey 
Holstein breeding experiment at the 
Dairy Research Farm indicate that

The books were closed on Decem- 
ber 10th, 1946, on the herd of W. D. 
Brown and Claude H. Tyler, West 
Winfield, N. Y., after a continuous 
run of 73 years. The herd was found- 
ed in 1837 by Mr. Brown’s grand- 
father, passed on to his father, and 
on to him. Following an accident a 
number of years ago which made 
him 4-F as far as heavy farm work

Andrew Wichowsky, Jordanville, 
N. Y., was a consistant bidder on 
the top animals purchasing a total 
of five head at from $400 to $700. 
Paul Fournier of Saco, Maine, was 
the other out-of-state buyer, taking 
a 2-year-old daughter of the Dun- 
loggin sire at $490. 


The sale included 33 daughters of 
Dunloggin Master Spice of first- 
calf age and younger, which brought 
an average of $395; and five daugh- 
ters of Pebble Beach Duke, all young 
cows, which averaged $640. 

It was announced at the start of 
the sale that the farm and herd had 
been purchased by Burdick and 
Krog of Liverpool, N. Y. The rich

The dispersal of the well-known 
farmer-breeder herd of Perrin Bros., 
Fennimore, Wis., was held Novem- 
ber 27 in the sale pavilion at Wau- 
kesha, Wis., under management of 
Baird & Darcey. It proved to be one 
of the top dispersals of the year, 
with the splendid averages shown 
above. This herd had been working 
for years with Carnation sires, and in 
addition had been carrying on a pro- 
gram in Herd Test that stamped this 
as one of the good herds from a 
production standpoint. In 1945 the 
herd average was 463 lbs., and the 
present year was promising 500 lbs., 
all on 2X milking. Calfhood vac- 
cination had been practiced for about 
three years, The sale had been well- 
advertised and the list of buyers 
shows names from such distances as 
Texas, New York, Ohio, Indiana, IIli- 
nojs, Mexica and Colombia, as well 
as substantial support from the home 
state of Wisconsin. 

Top price of the sale was $4900, 
paid by the East Central Breeders’ 
Ass’n, Waupun, Wis., for the 7-yr.- 
old herd sire, Carnation Design. His 
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9 HT daughters included 7 with 
heifer records ranging from 425 to 
626 lbs. He is a son of Governor of 
Carnation, and his dam is an 803-lb. 
214-year-old daughter of Matador 
Segis Ormsby; next dam a 961-lb., 
sr. 4-year-old daughter of Sir Inka 
May, from a great proven female 
line at Carnation. The pay-off, 
however, was on his daughters, 
which sold up to $1000. 


A yearling junior herd sire, Car- 
nation Ringleader Special, came next 
at $3500. As the name indicates, he 
is a son of Carnation Ringleader, 
head of Carnation’s show herd this 
year, and an- undefeated Grand 
Champion on the Coast. His dam, 
Carnation Homestead Bracelet, has 
a record of 827.8 lbs., 3.9%, 3X, 
and is a daughter of Governor of 
Carnation, from a 981-lb. daughter of 
Sir Inka May, and from the Hazel- 
wood family that Carnation is build- 
ing on so strongly. After a strong 
bidding contest, the gavel fell on the 
bid of Henry W. Samson & Son, Ver- 
non Center, N. Y. This purchase was 
the culmination of a long search in 
which the Samsons have been final 
contenders on several of the highest 
selling Governor-bred bulls of the 
year. The Number One bull from a 
record standpoint was Carnation 
Madcap Design, a 3-year-old full 
brother of Carnation Madcap Maxi-

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Building a Dairy Herd 


A Talk by the Master Breeder of Colony Farm Given 
at the Saskatchewan Dairy Convention— 
By P. H. MOORE 


It is not my intention to pretend to 
offer to you anything in the line of 
new or startling principles in stock 
breeding because the fundamentals 
have been known and put to use for 
many, many years. Domestication of 
live stock dates back as far as we 
have recorded history and during all 
that time men have had ideas and 
methods, nature and environment 
had laws, and all combined had a 
rigid system of selection which pfo- 
duced beasts reasonably suitable for 
the existing conditions. However, 
it has only been within the last 250 
years that real breeding progress, as 
we know it today, has been very 
generally practised. This is but a 
very short period in the general 
scheme of things and I feel that we 
are only playing around the edges 
of a tremendously big field of which 
we know Very little today. However, 
that which we do know is based on 
sound laws that have been abun- 
dantly proven by the scientist and 
the practical breeder and it gives one 
courage to hold by the work dome by 
our predecessors and to look for 
added results from our own efforts 
in the future. 

With this background in mind and 
only one far too short lifetime at our 
disposal, the building of a good dairy 


herd is not just so simple as some are . 


inclined to think. However, it has 
been done and if others have done it 
we can do it, but we do not need to 
start where they did. If they made 
a reasonable success up to date, why 
not start where they left off and con- 
tinue the progress? 

A fact is a fact and certain results 
obtained are results, good or bad, no 
matter when, where or by whom ob- 
tained. Life is too short to go back 
and try to prove all the steps that 
others have taken in order to see if 
they were an accident or premedi- 
tated. What is the difference, pro- 
viding the results are sound and are 
along the line of our proposed 
course? Adopt what the other fellow 
has done well, providing it is in ac- 
cord with your own line of think- 
ing. Do not take from this to mean 
that there should be no differences 
of opinion because there has been, 
now are, and always will be sound 
differences. Else there would be 
no more horse racing, no different 
breeds, no strains within breeds and 
not so much improvement. When 
you and I think and act exactly alike 
on everything, then one of us is un- 
necessary to progress. 

To me dairying is a process of turn- 
ing the feed which the land provides 
initio edible human food in milk and

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butterfat. We all have the same goal, 
yet I venture to say that in trying to 
arrive at that goal we use every one 
of the major dairy breeds, some of 
the milking strains of the beef breeds 
and some of us have a mixture of the 
whole works. Who am [ to say that 
you are not following the best 
course for your own local conditions 
and circumstances? However, I am 
safe in saying that not one of us is 
perfectly satisfied with our herds, 
their production or their type. Here 
is where we all meet on a common 
level and, although our problems may 
vary greatly, we have a mutual point 
to start that lifetime occupation of 
building a good dairy herd. It is 
not easy. It just isn’t an accident, 
at least not for long, but, to the per- 
son who loves animals and has the 
patience to work with them, it never 
loses interest. It will take all the 
best effort and brains that one has, 
regardless of who they are or how 
high they may climb toward perfec- 
tion. Mark that I said “‘toward per- 
fection” because it is that ever-mov- 
ing point that will never be reached 
as long as one is working with living 
flesh and blood. However, there is a 
great' deal of satisfaction in seeing 
things going in that direction and im- 
proving just one step at a time. 


Before I go further, I want you to 
understand that this occupation, pro- 
fession, game or art, whichever you 
prefer to call it, is open to all of us. 
It can’t be controlled ty just a few 
and we all have a real chance of suc- 
cess. Because one has enormous 
wealth or is backed by the whole re- 
sources of a province or a country 
doesn’t assure him of success. I 
know that in my short lifetime more 
good stock, excepting possibly the 
race horse, has been produced by the 
average farmer and breeder in 
America than by all the governments 
and millionaire playboy breeders put 
together. Just think that over be- 
cause it is a fact. ; 

Money may make a lot of noise 
and buy a lot of printer’s ink and it 
is powerful stuff but noise and ink 
alone never bred great cattle. Nev- 
ertheless, it may make certain things 
seem easier and at times it has 
helped make a market for some of 
your stock but mostly it brought big- 
gest returns to the one who was 
booming and ‘merchandizing your 
stock. But again, merchandizing and 
booming never built a great herd 
and it has retarded and destroyed 
many. So I repeat, that you and-I 
have an equal chance with the so- 
called big fellow in this art of stock- 
breeding. 

Now to get down to more detail. 
You all have cattle, various kinds, 
and you all want better ones so we 
have to discuss things of general 
interest, The fundamental principles 
are the same for all dairymen regard- 


less of breed. We want an animal 
that will thrive and reproduce and 
best convert that which grows in our 
locality or farm into a product that 
can best be sold for human food or 
needs in or through that locality, 
Here we get the differences of opin- 
ion as to breed and you have to settle 
that for yourself. There is plenty of 
room for all the breeds some place 
and there is good and not so good in 
all breeds. 
The Ideal Dairy Cow 


Regardless of breed, you must first 
have a strong animal, becatse mak- 
ing milk is hard work for the beast 
us well as the man, far harder work 
than making beef. The dairy cow 
thus has to be stout, broad, deep 
chested, strong loined and _ have 
strong well set feet and legs and a 
good feeder’s head, If she is going 
to reproduce this,. she must have 
character and, as her only excuse for 
existing, as some say, is to produce 
milk and all it contains, she must 
have a good udder that works. A 
dairy cow without an udder is just 
beef but an udder, be it ever so good, 
without a good cow attached to it is 
just tankage. It is not entirely our 
fault that we see too many of this 
latter kind today because of our 
early training. Fortunately in the 
last 30 years some men in all the 
breeds got other ideas. They just 
couldn’t stand the chuckles of their 
beef breeding friends. 

It is time we began to think, work 
for and select more pleasing cattle 
that can milk and feed easier and 
mate these to bulls from the same 
sort. The result will be as we see it 
today, that there are good producing 
and reproducing dairy cattle that are 
smooth and right and short-legged 
and placid and when dry get really 
fat on grass or feed. When they milk 
heavy they get thin but they are not 
rough and they give more returns 
for the feed eaten than did their 
ancestors. They do this because, re- 
gardless of shape, they have an in- 
heritance for milk production and 
for the assimilating and converting 
of feed into milk and they have a 
quality and size of a working udder 
that fits the cow. So I repeat that a 
dairy cow can be bred to give milk 
and look just as pleasing in her way 
as can her beef neighbor. 

Like all other good things, some 
few have overdone this and forgotten 
the milk inheritance. We have all 
scen pure bred dairy cows that didn’t 
milk enough, although they looked 
very lovely, Some of you won’t agree 
with this but that keeps both of us 
necesssary and tends towards prog- 
ress. I will just repeat that you can 
breed a good smooth type of dairy 
cow that will give just as much for 
less feed than ‘will her rough cousin 
and she is an awful lot easier to look 
at and work with and keep a pride in 
and she is easier to sell when you 
have an extra one. 

Selecting Your Herd Sire 

This can’t be done without some 
thought and work but few of us 
dairymen have got anything that we 
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didn’t work for. You have to use 
time and effort to get a bull that will 
preed or start to breed that kind. 
They can be found and perhaps right 
in your own locality. You don’t nec- 
essarily have to scud a thousand 
miles away or pay a thousand dol- 
lars for a calf in order to ‘get what 
you need. Many times a neighbor 
may have him. First look close to 
home. If you know a herd where a 
pull has left a bunch of good daugh- 
ters that fit into your idea, buy a 
prother to them. If the cows they are 
from have been good on the average, 
pick the calf that pleases you the 
most from the cow that is the nearest 
to your ideal. The more relations to 
your bull that please you, the better 
the bull will be for you. As to pro- 
duction, you are a lot safer taking 
one from a group of good producers 
than trying to get one from a lower 
group with a very high record, That 
bull may have had a dozen no-ac- 
count sisters. To me one high record 
on the dam of a bull, where no oth- 
ers are known, is not any better than 
no record at all. 

Many of you will differ with me 
on this point, especially the mer- 
chandizer but that is your privilege. 
To get what I mean, just look over 
a lot of the advertising in your breed 
papers or try to study some of the 
pedigrees in the average sale cat- 
alogue. Take just what is printed 
there and try to estimate the inher- 
itance of the young bull offered and 
see what you get. Keep in mind that 
all the figures given there are cor- 
rect, there is no misrepresentation, 
no fraud, but if he could reproduce 
in your herd anything like the result 
you get from that evidence, he would 
be greater than any bull that ever ex- 
isted. However, he won’t and the 
reason is that cnly part of the story 
is told. It is all true as far as it 
goes but it does not go far enough 
because all the low ancestors and all 
the poor or worse ones are left out. 
To get a true estimate, one wants all 
the information on all sides and add 
to this the unrelenting pull of the 
breed average and you will then get 
an estimate that the good bred bull 
can live up to if given a chance equal 
to that of his ancestors. 

A quick method, that I like, is to 
take all the records of the daughters 
of the sire. If he has only a few then 
add to this the average of all his 
sisters, That is No. 1 figure. Then 
for No. 2, take all the records of his 
dam. If she only has one record, 
take an average of all her sisters, if 
she only has two records and no sis- 
ters, and one is high and the other 
low, take the low one. For No. 3 
do the same thing for her dam. Then 
for the fourth set take the average of 
your own herd or if you haven’t got 
enough data there, take the breed av- 
erage. Add these four sets of figures 
together and divide by four and you 
fave got a pretty close estimate of 
what to expect from your bull. Be 
honest and don’t kid yourself and, if 
he is individually right and nicks 
With your cattle, you are pretty safe 
for a few years. 

Next, try to find, if you can, if the 
breeding in this bull has ever been 
Wed on your ‘line of cattle and if so 
With what sueeess. This is impor- 





- tant in either a pure bred or grade 


herd. When you get the bull take 
eare of him, because the most neg- 
lected beast’ in this country is the 
dairy bull. He wants good ordinary 
feed that is sufficient to keep him 
in healthy and vigorous condition 
and he wants exercise. If he is 
worth buying and using he is worth 
taking care of. 

When you need another, the best 
thing to do is go back to the same 
breeder for the next bull so as to keep 
along the same bloodlines, if they are 
good. If this bull is good, and you 
will know it by the time his daugh- 
ters are a few months old, then go 
back to the same breeder and have 
a real truth party with him. Tell him 
that you want a bull in about a year 
and a half’s time who will be old

Sell good ones but stick 
to your good families because 

. from these comes your future.” 
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enough to breed these daughters of 
the first bull. Please don’t put off 
this important piece of business un- 
til you have heifers that are ready 
to breed and then have to dash about 
the country to find a bull of service- 
able age which may or may not fit 
your line of breeding. Give the man 
who gave you the start an opportun- 
ity to carry you another step and 
give him time to do it. It won’t cost 
any more and it will be much more 
satisfactory to both parties concerned 
and particularly to you. 


Line-Breeding Works 

I don’t know much about inbreed- 
ing because up to date I haven’t had 
cattle that didn’t have some things 
in their inheritance that I didn’t 
want to intensify too much, One 
place I have always done some in- 
breeding, and this is particularly val- 
uable when you are far enough ad- 
vanced to mix in a bull of your own, 
and that is, if possible, to breed him 
to his mother’s full sister or to one 
of his half or three-quarter sisters. 
In the latter case I will breed three 
or four. If these calves come funda- 
mentally right as to type and consti- 
tution, then you know that there 
is good, clean blood or inheritance in 
your bull and he is then safe for con- 
tinued breeding. 


I firmly believe in and for 30 years 
have line-bred and selected, pushing 
back the faults and bringing to the 
front as much as possible the things 
wanted. It works. Briefly, to give 
you an example of how this is done, 
where a bull has proven especially 
prepotent I have had success in 
breeding him to his granddaughters 
but most success has come from 
breeding one of his sons from a loose- 
ly related cow to his granddaughters. 
This has given me more satisfaction 
than has using’ the. grandsire 
straight. 


As far as continual outcrossing is 
concerned, I am not smart enough to 
do that and am afraid to bring in 
raore mixtures of inheritances than [ 
now possess. If one has to go out in 
order to get something that your- 
own line does not have, and this may 
happen any time, then bring your 
new blood in through as close or con- 
centrated breeding as possible. If it 
nicks with your herd you are set. If* 
it doesn’t, it will likely be so bad that. 
you will soon see it, then stop. Don’t 
be afraid of making a mistake. Ey- 
erybody who really tries makes them 
but when you see a mistake cut it at 
once, no matter how it hurts your 
pride. Don’t kid yourself, because 
the other fellow can do enough of 
that for your needs, 


If you are fortunate to be close to 
a breeding ring, many times there 
are good breeding bulls selected to 
suit the majority of cows in the dis- 
trict and your troubles are a lot less 
and there are grand opportunities to 
get the use of high class bulls. This 
applies more to the small or younger 
breeder than to the old established 
pure bred breeder. I said that breed- 


‘ing associations are a big help but 


don’t get the idea that they are a 
cureall for everything, because they 
are not. They are good and have 
proven their worth but they are new

Livestock folks, more than most people, recognize the 
menace of tuberculosis, and are familiar with the prog- 
ress that can be made in eliminating it. 


We haven’t done as well with human tuberculosis as 
we have with the bovine variety, but great progress is 
being made. 


Forty years ago the idea of the Christmas Seal sale 
was born, with the funds to be used in fighting tuber- 
culosis. The National Tuberculosis Association reports 
that during that period annual deaths from tuberculosis 
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in the United States have been reduced 75 per cent. 


This year America, from its plenty, should break all 
records for the purchase of Christmas Seals. This re- 
minder comes near the close of the sale period. If you 
have not already purchased liberally, please give yourself 
that satisfaction now. The need is still great. 


The Board Meets 


The Board of Directors met Dec. 13-14 at the Palmer 
House, Chicago, with committee meetings the day pre- 
ceding. This is the annual winter budget meeting of 
the Board. All members were present except Mr. Wueth- 
rich of Wisconsin, who was ill at home. 


The Board anticipates continued very active business 
for the Association through 1947, with combined earn- 
ings from all departments about 4% less than in 1946. 
The earnings, as forecast, will amount to $672,982, com-- 
pared with $701,650 for 1946 (10 months actual, 2 
months estimated). Expenses are budgeted in the amount 
of over $700,000. . Bookkeeping credits, plus the mem- 
bership fees, which go directly into the Reserve Fund, 
will leave the whole operation some $19,000 in the 
black, as planned. 


Unanimous approval was given by the Board to the 
report of a special committee recommending increases 
of fees all along the line. This program will be offered 
for consideration by the Springfield Convention in June. 


A. J. Lashbrook was appointed by the Board to fill 
the vacancy, caused by the death of Director Carl BE. 
Steele. Appointment is until the annual meeting in 
June, 1947. 


Secretary Norton reported 142,652 certificates of 
registry issued during the first 10 months of the year, 
compared with 93,154 in the similar period of 1945. 
Transfer certificates totalled 93,034, compared with 63,- 
319 for the first 10 months of last year—The increase 
in total certificates issued is nearly 80,000. A gain of 
some 22,200 has been made in cutting down the back 
log. New work is now about three weeks behind. (25,- 
975 applications). 


In testing work, 245 breeders now have 3223 cows 
on A.R. test. This is over double the number of cows 
on test in 1943. Herd test enrollment is now 1127 
herds, 25,820 cows. Herd classification work has al- 
ready exceeded 14,000 head for the current year, far 
above any previous year. 


The report of the D.H.I.A. committee was received. 
This report will be published in an early issue of the 
World and broad discussion is invited before any formal 
action is taken. 


A more detailed report of the Board meeting will be 
presented in a later issue.

10 at his home near Germantown, Maryland, after a long 
illness.

With 49 cows and 5 calves selling 
at an average of almost $475, the 
Ohio Breeder’s Sale hit a high prob- 
ably unparalleled in the Buckeye 
State in the past quarter century. 
A crowd estimated at over 1000 gath- 
ered to witness the event held in 
the coliseum of the familiar Wooster, 
Ohio Fair Grounds, November 13th. 

Animals from 34 consignors, rep- 
resenting many sections of the state, 
drew buyers from South Carolina, 
and Pennsylvania, however, a large 
majority of the cattle stayed in 
Ohio, and a good percentage went 
to breeders within a 50-mile radius 
of Wooster. This, the second Ohio 
Breeder’s fall sales averaged $50 
per head more than the first sale 
held October 23d.

Topping the sale at an even $1000 
was Ormsby Papoose Pontiac, a flashy 
4-year-old, consigned by C. W. Ernst- 
hausen of Elmore, Ohio. Due to 
calve soon to Raymondale Allan, a 
son of Montvic Rag Apple Ajax, and 
out of a daughter of Hay’s Six-O- 
Six, this matron in full bloom went 
to M. & F. Dellinger of Plain City, 
Ohio. She is sired by Ernsthausen’s 
former ‘‘excellent’”’ herd sire, Mont- 
vic Rag Apple Piebe. 

Second high in the sale, and high 
for heifers was Manfdell Prilly Neth- 
erland consigned by M. & F. Dellin- 
ger. This smooth 2-year-old is out 
of Manfdell Belle Prilly, with five 
H.I.R. records averaging 500 Ibs. 
fat. Being a daughter of Dunloggin 
Footprint, and due early in January 
to Montviec Posch Lochinvar, this 
Classy heifer made for fast bidding 
and hot competition, and was 
knocked off at $750 to J. L. Mur- 
dock of Lancaster, Ohio. 

Going at $610, top for bulls, was 
Bonheur Mooie Posch, consigned by 
L. W. & C. R. Nisbet of Loveland, 
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Ohio. This outstanding young sire, 
a grandson of Dunloggin Woodmas- 
ter, and out of a 555-lb. fat daugh- 
ter. of DeCreamCo Calamity Posch 
25th, went to Floyd Todd of Wooster. 

The weather was a bit nippy, but 
the onlookers seemed to disregard it 
after the opening bid.

MONTHLY FARM GUIDANCE LETTER 
By ALBERT M. WOLF, Farm Consultant 


Status of the American Farmer— 
The institute of Life Insurance re- 
cently reported that the. financial 
position of the American farmer is 
“strong enough to help tide the agri- 
cultural population over whatever vi- 
cissitudes farming may face in the 
future.’’ This report states that be- 
fore the war farmers as a whole owed 
more than $2 for every dollar they 
had in cash or its equivalent. . On 
January last the condition was com- 
pletely reversed with farmers gener- 
ally having $2.50 in cash or its equi- 
valent, exclusive of the farm plant, 
for every dollar owed. Cash assets 
exceeded 20 billion dollars includ- 
ing 19 billions in banks, savings 
banks and currency. Mortgage and 
non-mortgage debt totalled approxi- 
mately 8% billions. 


Farm physical assets, including 
real estate, buildings, livestock, ma- 
chinery, and crop inventories have 
risen from 48.8 billions in 1939 toa 
total value of 81.5 billions in 1946. 
Much of this increase, of course, is 
due to higher prices. Nevertheless, 
the liquid savings of the farmers dur- 
ing the war accumulated much 
faster than those of any other group. 
In 1940 farmers added 534 million 
dollars to their ownership of bank 
deposits, currency, and savings bonds 
or 11.5% of the net farm income, 
while the country as a whole showed 
a rise of 2.7 billion dollars or 3% % 
of net income. In 1945 farmers 
saved 30.5% of net farm income. 


The lessons of World War I ap- 
parently have not been wasted on the 
farmer, and let us hope’ that the de- 
sire to accumulate high priced land 
will not get the better of us. Let’s 
beware of that pitfall. 


Grain—Beginning early in Decem- 
ber grain prices showed a tendency 
to become more stable because of ex- 
port sales with oats going to 89c 
and corn to $1.40 for No. 1 yellow. 
Government buying of winter wheat 
for export sent that grain to $2.24, a 
new 26 year high for that variety. 
Government buying of corn started 
heavy buying by wet processors with 
the result that both cash prices and 
futures advanced. Indications are 
now pretty definite that grain prices 
will remain close to present levels for 
some weeks. 


Mill Feeds—In our October letter 
we said, ‘“‘Don’t buy zany more protein 
feeds than you need for current feed- 
ing. Prices are too high, but will 
be lower since the ‘“‘joy-ride’’ in mill 
feeds is definitely ended.’’ Those 
who took our advice saved some 
money as the following table of com- 
parative prices shows: 


in prices said: ‘‘No one seems to 
know just what has happened to the 
feed business during the past 30 
days, but there is unanimous agree- 
ment that it has slumped badly.” 
That’s a coy way of putting it, we 
imagine Paul Porter was just as 
much surprised that prices did not 
follow the pattern he had ‘“‘planned”’ 
for them. All we can say is, that 
now the mills know that the law of 
supply and demand and not desires 
to make out-of-line profits, rule the 
markets. 


During the first two weeks of De- 
cember the skid in mill feed prices 
has just about halted and aside from 
minor changes on items such as meat 
scraps and tankage which are not 
yet back to pre-OPA production 
prices will doubtless remain at close 
to present levels during the next few 
weeks. Firmness of the grain mar- 
ket and short supply of linseed are 
reasons for this conclusion. 


Milk and Dairy Products.—In our 
book a pound of butter is worth more 
than a pound of meat and a quart 
of milk is worth more than a bottle 
of beer—hence it does not seem that 
milk and dairy products are now out 
of line, but rather that they are at 
last somewhere near the spot they 
deserve to be, based on their value 
as foods. Prices should hold at, or 
near present levels until the flush 
period next spring, when we can 
logically expect seasonal declines. A 
tendency to build up stocks of dairy 
products has held these prices firm, 
but should this demand fall off in the 
next few months prices will drop a 
bit, except for fluid milk which be- 
cause of steady demand and general 
market Set-up reacts slower to price 
increases and decreases than do 
dairy products which represent re- 
sidual or surplus supplies. Profits 
on dairying will be good at least un- 
til next summer. Get your house in 
order now, by building up the qual- 
ity of your herd by better breeding 
methods and its production by better 
feeding. You can expect less for 
your milk in the last half of 1946, 
but with lower feed and labor prices 
profits should hold up well. 


Beef Cattle—Feeder cattle in rec- 
ord numbers moved into the Corn 
Belt feed lots during November. This 
means greater numbers of corn-fed 
beef cattle will appear on the mar- 
kets beginning in March and April 
1947—-and that can only mean lower 
prices for choice beef. On December 
9 the best steers sold at $34 a hun- 
dred pounds, the lowest top .since 
November 4, while the average of all 
sales was $25.50 due mainly to re-

stock yards. All this would seem to 
indicate that our suggestion of last 
month that feeding operations be 
confined to 120 and 150 day feeding 
periods, should be repeated.. Stock- 
ers and feeders are too high at pres- 
ent to take chances on long feeding 
periods in the face of almost certain 
declining prices during the last half 
of 1947. Feed well for the quickest 
possible gains and point toward get- 
ting your cattle to market before 
heavy seasonal runs ordinarily take 
place in May and June. 


Hogs — In mid-November, top 
grades of hogs soid steady to lower 
at about $25 per hundred pounds in 
Chicago with the numbers (nearly 
20,000 on Friday, Nov. 15) at the 
highest level since October 18. Pack- 
ers reported the quality and weights 
as among the best in the history of 
trading. The drove average was 
about 243 pounds, a heavy weight 
for November. On December 9 hogs 


sold in the Chicago market at $24. 


average, the lowest’ point of the 
week. This all indicates that the 
law of supply and demand is again 
regulating the markets. 


Conversations with hog raisers at 
the Chicago Stock Yards indicate 
that they are holding back more than 
the usual number of gilts for breed- 
ing, in order to create a more pro- 
fitable outlet for the new crop of 
corn. The present corn-hog ratio 
makes hog feeding a very profitable 
venture. 


The smart hog raiser will feed his 
brood sows, bred for spring farrow- 
ing, on balanced rations containing 
adequate vitamins, minerals, and 
proteins so that she will be in the 
pink of condition at farrowing time 
and have a strong, healthy litter of 
pigs that will be much easier to raise 
and therefore prove more profitable. 
Scientific hog raising will bring big 
dividends in the months to come. 


Lambs—Indications are that a 
bigger supply of fat lambs will reach 
next spring’s market than has been 
estimated. A recent trip through 
northern Illinois and southern Wis- 
consin revealed a larger than usual 
number of western lambs on feed. 
The University of Illinois reports 
40,000 more lambs shipped into II- 
linois in October 1946 than in the 
same month of 1945. Therefore, it 
seems sound advice to say that lambs 
should be pushed so they can be 
marketed before the rush comes. 


Poultry and Eggs.—October 15th 
marked the high point in _ prices 
farmers have received for poultry 
and eggs in 25 and 28 years, respec- 
tively. Since then the trend has 
been downward, but don’t be dis- 
couraged, demand will return during 
the spring, so our advice is to proceed 
with a normal program, since with 
lower feed prices, poultry raising will 
still be very profitable.

BUTTERFAT DIFFERENTIALS 
INCREASED 

The butterfat differential in New 
Jersey markets has recently been 
increased to 6c a point above or be- 
low 3.5% fat in Class 1, and to 8c 
a point for Grade A milk. These 
markets for some years past have 
been operating on 4c a point for 
basis Class 1 price, and 6c on Grade 
A. The change was made by order 
of Arthur F. Foran, Director of Milk 
Control of the State of New Jersey, 
following a public hearing.

The 1946 volume of sires proved 
during 1945 in DHIA work is now 
being distributed by the Bureau of 
Dairy Industry. The list of Holstein 
sires numbers approximately 800 and 
represents more sires than all other 
breeds combined. The highest record 
group of daughters for any sire in 
the book once again goes to a bull 
owned by G. U. Clark Est., Hanford, 
Calif. This is Sir Winnie Mead 
Prilly 653468, whose six daughters 
have ten records averaging 17,587 
lbs. milk, 589 lbs. fat (mature 2X, 
305-day basis). The dams have 22 
records averaging 574 lbs. fat. Close 
behind came Pebble Beach Rex 787- 
074, owned by Chas. F. Briddon, 
Rock Tavern, N. Y., whose five 
daughters averaged 577 lbs. fat, 
3.9% and the dams 445 Ibs. fat, 
3.5%. 

In the same bracket for produc- 
tion were the daughters of Pabst Sir 
Belmont Fashion 79918, owned by 
Ernest Hiigli, Union Mills, Ind. The 
seven paired daughters averaged 577 
lbs. fat, 4.1% and the dams 468 lbs. 
fat, 3.7%. Biggest increase in the 
book is 184 lbs. fat for Kurtzhurst 
Ormsby Ollie 7708878 (dead) proved 
by Vincent Kurtz, Lebanon, N. Y. 
The five daughters averaged 543_lbs. 
fat, the dams 359 lbs. fat, an increase 
of 184 lbs.

The November pool price for the 


‘ New York Metropolitan Market was. 


$5.33 per ewt. Total production was 
up over 9 million pounds from No- 
vember 1945, although there were 
2,464 fewer producers in the pool. 
Utilization in fluid classes was nearly 
90% of the total production of more 
than 337,750,000 pounds. The farm 
value of this production was over 
$18,697,000. The butterfat differen- 
tial for the month was 5.4% above 
or below the 3.5% standard. The 
fluid price for December was main- 
tained at $5.46 ewt. through a tem- 
porary amendment issued by the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture, in November. 
Effort is being made to have the 
same price continue for January 
production. .

in this country and mistakes are 

bound to crop up but that need not 

condemn the theory of practice. 


The “Proven” Bull and Nicking 


The worst faults in the past have 
been that some groups were not sat- 
isfied unless they had “proven’”’ bulls 
or bulls from great show or produc- 
tion records. Here we may disagree 
cgain. Why are these good things 
possible faults? They might not be 
but, taken by themselves as the only 
measure as has sometimes been done, 
they are worthless. When you say 
‘proven bull’ what do you mean? 
What did he prove? If in your or my 
little herd of fair cows of one kind 
of breeding he left some daughters

that were better than their dams in 
type and production, he is then 
classed a great proven bull. But that 
alone doesn’t prove him in another 
herd of different breeding or.strain 
or in a community with a heap of 
different strains with only a few of 
which he will nick. I have been 
laughed at lots of times for using 
that word “nick’’. [ have thought 


_a lot about it but, to make a long 


story short, I still believe in it and 
still use the word. By the time the 
average breeder. has’ thoroughly 
proven a bull, said bull is too old to 
be of much use to any association or 
would not be a quarter as useful as 
one of his young sons from a pre- 
potent cow family. As for one show 
season or one production record 
alone, they tell you just that and 
nothing more. 


If, however, this proving, show 
winnings and productions come out 
of an animal that has a clean pedi- 
gree and in his ancestors these char- 
acters have been consistently bred in 
from cattle with compatible blood- 
lines and the faulty mixtures are 
few and pushed well back behind 
him, then I am for them 100%. The 
chances are that he will pass them 
on over a greater number of off- 
spring and a wider variety of strains 
and, when he hits really mixed

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strains, he will do a real job. Ing 
bull association or your own herd, 
a youngster that packs that kind of 
a pedigree will do a great deal more 
good than an old one with a lot of 
ballyhoo about him and he won't 
cost half so much. 


Next of importance is that if you 
have a grade herd, get a good pure 
bred. of your chosen breed as soon 
as you can. No matter how long yoy 
breed grades or how good you get 
them, your estate is just where yoy 
started. But starting with a good 
pure bred, twenty years gives you a 
herd that should be worth two grade 
herds. Here a word of caution. Buy 
a good pure bred female. In the ay- 
erage breed, a registration paper 
costs about a dollar. 
cestry and tells you what your beast 
came from and gives you a guide 
how to mate her but doesn’t add a 
nickle to the value of the beast other- 
wise. Remember that, you begin- 
ners, because the meanest, lowest, 
most miserable critter in the world 
is the registered scrub, for she has 
you beaten before you start. I am 
sorry to say that they can be found 
in all breeds. If you find one in 
your herd eat it and it will be, in 
future, the cheapest and best meat 
you ever ate. 


Get Rid of Undesirables 

This brings up the matter of cull- 
ing. In our present stage of breed- 
ing and development it is impossible, 
except in very small herds or by acci- 
dent, to breed every beast a good 
one. It just isn’t done and the rea- 
sons are obvious. A great many of 
our beasts pack certain undesirable 
characteristics and in the chance pro- 
cess of breeding these, although not 
showing in the immediate parents, 
they get together and come out very 
evident. The surest and easiest way 
to prevent this from re-occurring is 
to keep or breed this undesirable 
individual. 

The standards by which one must 
cull vary a great deal and it depends 
upon the degree of excellence ob- 
tained in ones herd. In any and 
every case the weakling must go to 
the yards but there may be culls for 
cause from one herd, where compar- 
atively high standards has been at- 
tained, that would be an acquisition 
to another herd. However, I do not 
want that statement interpreted too 
loosely. One breeder might want to 
concentrate on a particular family or 
group and wish to cull another of 
evident merit, thus he would be cull- 
ing, but these culls should go to a 
herd where they will do good. But 
there is just one place for the poor 
ones. 

We must cull bull calves from our 
pure bred herds. One of the greatest 
fallacies is that every male born is 
born to be a sire. Heis not, This is 
one point hard to make the beginner 
believe and also too many of the 
older ones as well. Too many of us 
are seized with the mad ambition of 
making money by selling bull calves. 
Forget it and cull them down. Keep 
those that you honest'y think will do 
some improvement in your custom- 
er’s herd. Keep the ones that you 
would like to use yourself. You will

make more money and friends, you 
will help to build a dairy herd some- 
where and you will make a customer 
instead of a deal, and customers who 
are friends are hard to beat. 


Try to develop related groups or 
families in your herd. You must sell 
at some time but don’t break into 
your good families. To do this you 
can’t let a prospective buyer come 
into your herd and pick the tops. No 
matter what the price, you can’t 
build your herd if someone picks the 
tops each year. Sell good ones but 
stick to your good families because 
from these comes your. future. 
Groups or families are easier to 
maintain and improve with sires of 
compatible blood. From them you 
learn what and where to buy sires 
that fits. 


This brings me to my last point. 
I am not very fond of the word 
don’t, so you can do just as you please 
but I will not chase fads in breeding. 
Life is too short and it takes too 
long to reach a desired goal when 
one sticks steadfastly to that me- 
dium line, let alone swing with ev- 
ery fad that appears. Remember that 
the pendulum swings just so high. 
Fads and fancies change very fast 
and up the other side it swings and 
for every complete swing it has to 
cross the medium line twice. That 
medium line is the spot I want to 
be in and headed straight along. 
Every drastic-change you make sets 
you back in your program for years. 
Get an idea of the kind of good cat- 
tle you want and stick with it, get- 
ting your improvements a step at a 
time and from the known sources 


that have advanced you in the past. 
See merit as well as faults in thé 
other fellow’s beasts. See the faultg 
as well as merits in your own. Try 
to breed good cattle at all times, 
leave the fads alone and you will 
have gone a long. way in building a 
dairy herd of merit.

inbreeding apparently increases the 
butterfat test of the progeny and re- 
duces variability in the ability of the 

sire to transmit this factor. 


Among 12 families studied, in- 
breeding increased the fat test in 
nine of the groups. The use of in- 
bred sires in dairy farm practice, 
therefore, should raise the butterfat 
test of herds more quickly than the 
use of outcrossed sires. 

Can production be maintained when 
the butterfat test is increased? 
In the study of inbreeding at the 

Dairy Research Farm ten families of 
Holsteins carried factors for higher 
milk production, whereas the prog- 
eny in only two carried factors for 
lower milk production. In eleven 
families the milk production was 
traceable to the sires used. When 
these same sires were mated to re- 
lated cows, the butterfat percentage 
was increased twice as much as when 
unrelated sires were used, and this 
was accomplished without reducing 
milk production. 

Is there an advantage in having dairy 
cows freshen in the fall or 
winter? 

Many dairymen prefer to have 
dairy cows freshen in the spring, one 
reason being that the calves have 
more favorable weather during the 
early part of their lives. When one 
considers the annual returns from 
the herd, however, he finds an ad- 
vantage in fall or winter freshening. 

Investigations made by the Bu- 
reau of Dairy Industry in Washing- 
ton, D. C., with records submitted 
from dairy herd improvement as- 
sociations in New Jersey, revealed 
that cows freshening in the fall or 
winter months returned 10 percent 
more income than those freshening 
in March, April, and May. Fall fresh- 
ening had a 14 percent advantage 
in return over summer freshening. 





What are the limitations of reed 
canary grass as a pasture 
for dairy animals? 

In grazing studies covering several 
years it has been determined that 
this grass is quite palatable when 
grazed at a height of 8 to 10 inches. 
It does not seem to be able to persist 
under close grazing or continuous 
grazing. For best results in pastur- 
ing this grass, rotation pasture man- 
agement must be practiced. 

Is a mixture of reed canary grass and 
Ladino clover satisfactory for 
silage, hay, or pasture when 
grown on upland con- 
ditions ? 

Limited studies at the Dairy Re- 
search Farm indicate that this com- 
bination yields well under upland 
conditions. Two cuttings may be 
made annually, yielding 10 tons and 
better of green weight per acre. 

What makes a good silage 
hybrid corn? 

A good silage hybrid must have 
several significant characteristics. It 
should produce a high yield of grain 
and leafy stalks. The ears are par- 
ticularly important, since they are 
equal in feed value to four times 
their weight of stalks and leaves. The 
stalks should retain their leaves in 
a green state until the corn has 
matured enough to give maximum 
yields of grain. Good standibility in 
order that harvesting may be done 
easily. These characteristics, all of 
which are present in N. J. Nos. 2, 4, 
and 5 and U. S. 13, are the reasons 
placing these four hybrids on the 
recommended silage corn list in New 
Jersey. Several other hybrids now 
under test also show promise. 

Can any grain be used as a preserva- 
tive for legumes and grasses 
in silage? 

We have used corn meal, ground 
barley, ground wheat, and oat hulls 
as preservatives for grass and leg- 
ume silage. All of them do a satis-

Corn 
meal makes the most palatable sgij- 
age, with ground wheat a close see.

When corn meal is used as a preser. 
vative in making silage of legumes 
and grass mixtures, is there any 
loss in the corn meal 


nutrients? 


Results of feeding trials and chem- 
ical analyses conducted at the Dairy 
Research Farm indicate a loss of 
nutrients in the corn meal of approx. 
imately 10 percent in excess of nor- 
mal silage losses when the corn meal] 
was used at the rate of 200 pounds 
per ton of green material. 


When 500 pounds of corn meal 
was used per ton of green alfalfa in- 
stead of 200 pounds as recom- 
mended, the loss of nutrients in the 
corn was as high as 25 percent. 

Is the protein of soybean silage as 
satisfactory as the protein in 
alfalfa silage for milking cows? 
Nitrogen balance studies indicate 

that the protein of soybean silages is 
inadequate as the main source of pro- 
tein in the rations of milking cows, 
This is not true of the protein of al- 
falfa silage. 


Does the feeding of thyroprotein to 
dairy cows give about the same 
percentage increase in milk 
production in all cows? 

No, the immediate increase in milk 
production following the feeding of 
thyroprotein varies markedly from 
cow to cow. During the past year 
we fed 15 grams of thyroprotein 
daily to each of seven cows, all of 
which were past their peak of pro- 


duction. The immediate percentage 
increases in milk production were: 
9, 17.6, 23.1, 26, 27.8, 28.1, and 


36.2. 


How do returns from the average 
dairy cow in the state compare 
' with those from Herd Im- 
provement Association cows? 


The average New Jersey dairy cow 
produces 260 pounds of butterfat a 
year. The average Herd Improve- 
ment Association cow produces 325 
pounds of butterfat a year, an in- 
creased return of 30 percent. 
Should an estrogen be injected into a 

pregnant cow? 

In our work on the use of estro- 
gens in bringing barren heifers into 
milk production we injected a4 
Guernsey heifer which was thought 
to be open. Following the seventh 
weekly injection of estrogen, during 
which time the dose was increased 
from 2 milligrams to 14 milligrams, 
the heifer aborted. Therefore, to be 
on the safe side, one should never in- 
ject an estrogen into a pregnant ani- 
mal. 

What can a dairyman do to increase 
his chances of success in 
his business? 

Every dairyman, regardless of how 
efficient he may think he is, should 
take time from the every-day rou- 
tine chores to look at his farm busi- 
ness setup as a whole. Here are 
some important questions which he 
should ask himself about the oper- 
ation of his business: 

1. What facts and figures do I 
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ye to show that the rate of milk 
roduction per cow of my herd is at 
profitable level? 

A survey made on New Jersey 
jry farms in the early war period 
nowed that operators who were 
ting about the same as the state 
werage rate of milk production were 
eiving 19 cents an hour for their 
abor or less than the going rate for 
jred labor. Operators who had a 
ste of production per cow around 
) percent above the state average 
ere obtaining a return of 56 cents 
yn hour for work on the dairy herd. 

















2, Do I have enough cows in 
py herd or a total volume of business 
¢ sufficient size to provide an ef- 
cient economic unit and one which 
an utilize labor-saving machinery 
» advantage? 

Dairymen keeping more than 20 
“ws are generally more successful 
than those with fewer than that 
number. Over a 5-year period (1936- 
1940) a group of New Jersey dairy- 
men whose records were studied and 
who were keeping fewer than 20 
ows (average 14) received a net 
farm income of $507 per farm, 
whereas the group with moye than 
% cows (average 24) obtained a 
farm income of $1,280 per farm. 

A relatively larger size of herd of 
around 30 cows, where milk produc- 
tion is the main enterprise, provides 
abetter balance of the factors of pro- 
duction and permits a more efficient 
operation of the business as a whole.

percent of the nitrogen, 63 percent 
of the phosphoric acid, 86 percent of 
the potash, and 65 percent of the 
lime in the feed were recovered in 
the manure. Most of the phosphoric 
acid and lime were found in the feces 
and the major portion of the potash 
was in the urine, whereas the nitro- 
gen was almost equally divided be- 
tween the two. The annual manure 
output of a 1300-lb. cow was esti- 
Mated at 21 tons, containing 200 
pounds nitrogen, 63 pounds phos- 
phoric acid, 168 pounds potash, 52 
pounds lime. These figures do not 
include bedding.

SOUND ADVICE 

Director Merrill N. Warnick, in 
his capacity as President of the Utah 
Dairy Federation, gave his members 
this sound advice through a state- 
ment published in Stockman’s Re- 
view, Salt Lake City: 

Three Safeguards 

If the dairy industry in Utah is to 
continue to progress and return 2 
profit to dairymen there are three 
safeguards which we all must ob- 
serve. 

1—We must produce as efficiently 

as possible. This means that we must 
milk better cows—cows from strains 
that have proved to be superior pro- 
ducers. It does not take any more 
time to take care of a good cow than 
it does a poor cow, nor does it take 
more feed for a good cow than it 
does a poor producer. With good 
cows a dairyman can increase his 
profits up to 100 per cent. Increas- 
ing our efficiency as dairymen is 
something we have in our power to 
coutrol. And to produce more ef- 
ficiently does not take the OPA, the 
state or federal governments into the 
picture. 
,2—We must produce quality prod- 
ucts. So long as we produce quality 
dairy products the public will buy at 
a premium. Charles Holman, secre- 
tary of the National Milk Producers 
Cooperative, said in Salt Lake City 
recently, that there would always be 
a ready market for 90 and 92 score 
butter and up. Scoring below 90, he 
said, will be a drug on the market 
and a detriment to the dairy indus- 
try. 

3—We must advertise and mer- 
chandise our products. We must 
continually call the public’s attention 
to the wholesome, health-giving nu- 
trients in dairy products. The pub- 
lic must know that there is no sub- 
stitute for good butter, good cheese 
and milk. 

In advertising our products we 
must package as attractively as pos- 
sible, and the product must live up 
to the packaging. The public must 
be tempted to buy dairy products 
rather than some substitute..,

mer Cornell dairy head who died 
Feb. 3, 1926, at his home on Cay. 
uga Heights, Ithaca. 


Professor Stocking’s first faculty 
connection with Cornell came about 
in 1906, with an appointment as as- 
sistant professor of dairy bacteriol- 
ogy. Previously, he had received the 
degree of bachelor of science in ag- 
riculture from Cornell in 1898, and 
earlier a degree from Connecticut 
Agricultural College (Storrs), where 
he also was for a time professor in 
dairy bacteriology. In 1904, he re- 
ceived the ‘M. S. degree from Cor- 
nell. 


In 1908 at the time Prof. R. A. 
Pearson left to become Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture .f New York 
State, Stocking was made a full pro- 
fessor and appointed head of the de- 
partment of dairy industry at Cor- 
nell. During 1913 and 1914, after 
the resignation of former Dean Lib- 
erty Hyde Bailey, Professor Stock- 
ing was acting director of the Col- 
lege of Agriculture and the Cornell 
Agricultural Experiment Station. He 
resigned the responsibility as dairy 
head in 1923 but continued as pro- 
fessor of dairy bacteriology until 
November, 1925, when illness com- 
pelled him to stop work. 


Professor Stocking was one of the 
leading contributors to the scientific 
development of the dairy industry in 
the United States, being one of the 
earliest workers in dairy bacteriol- 
ogy to study sources of bacterial con- 
tamination of market milk. With 
others, he pioneered in the study of 
bacterial species found in dairy 
products, and shared in studies of 
foreign type cheeses, particularly 
Camembert. His report on methods 
of sterilizing milking machine tubes 
contained the first detailed bacterio- 
logical report on the method of plac- 
ing the tubes in brine, one of the 
most useful methods then suggested. 


A heavy schedule of teaching and 
administrative duties later did not 
permit him to maintain his investi- 
gational work. His students found 
high places in the dairy industry 
where scientific training was essen- 
tial for success, and as a staff mem- 
ber for 20 years Professor Stocking 
contributed to the molding of the 
College of Agriculture at a period 
when the broad policies of the insti- 
tution were cast. The dairy building 
itself was dedicated at the time if 
the World’s Dairy Congress in 1923. 


Professor Stocking was born on 4 
farm near the town of Simsbury, 
Conn. His widow, the former Har- 
riet M. Bliss of Binghamton, and 
three children are living. Mrs. Stock- 
ing resides in Ithaca, Robert is gen- 
eral manager of the Wardell-Shera- 
ton Hotel in Detroit, John is a physi- 
cian in Binghamton, and Elizabeth 
a high school librarian in Kingston, 
New York.
